"When Miss Conrad arrived at Aeppli* 
room she found blood trickling1 from his 
head, and the police w«ie at. once noti- 
fied. 
ThG ambulance was sent for, but 
when the stretcher was carried into the 
injured man's room, he said: 
"I don't need that. I'll walk." 
And ho did. 
He walked down tnree

Frau von Elbe, the divorced wife of Count von Moltke, was 
the principal witness and she narrated, without hesitation, the re- 
volting scenes that occurred at these orgies and described, without 
mincing matters, the utter degeneracy of her former husband and 
the Prince Zu Eulenberg and others, which Harden described in 
his paper as the political group of camarilla that controlled the 
Kaiser. Von Moltke resigned from the army. 
peror's personal reputation was, in no sense, 
posures, public opinion was disposed to condemn his judgment for 
allowing himself to be surrounded by such a degraded set of asso- 
ciates.

the Emperor there has been long standing coolness, growing out 
of the influence exercised o\ er William by the Prince Zu Eulen- 
berg, to which she was bitterly opposed. This, of course, uncovers 
another skeleton in the imperial family. It is not the only one har-

TO FORM MILITIA. 


"My remacly, one tht.t I have often 


proposed, for the indignities and, often, 
violence which the Jewish immigrant )n 
all our large cities Is subjected to, is to 
form all the able-bodied men into militia 
companies. 
In 1S9S four regiments of 


Russian Jews, fully equipped, weio ot- 
fered Presidsnt McKinley and also one 
legiment from Philadelphia, every man 
of which had. served In the armies oC the 
Czar. 


"If the JewJsl Immigrants were formed 


into military companies and drilled on 
the parade grounds of our large cities, 1 
believe it would have a very salutary 
effect on those who might be tempted 
to abuse them. 


"While I do not approve of the method 


of Dr. Hlrsh's utterance, I believe that 
his warning Is_ timely. 
I think that a 


spirit of rc'igibus tolerance should be 
preached in all our churches, though. 1 
am not Certain that this would reach 
the class as who have most offended In 
this regard.
